After 6 Years as Realtors

To Greenbelt Realty's Abe and Helen Chasanow, 
real estate is not just a matter of selling houses but 
aprofession demanding the highest standards of pro- 


ficiency and ethics. 


Moreover, more often than not 


they are selling Greenbelt as a community in which 
to live and not merely a house that happens to be in 


Greenbelt. 


These views were expressedto 
the News Review last week as 
the Chasanows chatted in their 
new plush quarters at 151 Center- 
way. The new office will be open 
for inspection to all residents 
this Saturday and Sunday, with 
coffee and cookies served to en- 
courage informality. 

What was once the garage that 
housed the city’s fire-fighting 
equipment has been transformed 
into a strikingly but tastefully 
furnished office complete with the 
latest in modern office furniture, 
new type fluorescent lighting, and 
mahogany and walnut paneling. 
Outside the building is a custom- 
designed green for (Greenbelt) 
clock, that is the first exterior 
clock to serve the shopping 
center. The cost of reconstruc- 
ting and remodeling the old fire- 
house is estimated to run “‘well 
into five figures."’ 

Abe Chasanow is create, of 
Greenbelt Realty, and his wife 
Helen is sales manager of the 
organization. Actually, ‘‘Chaz,"’ 
as he is sometimes called, is an 
attorney who has been practicing 
law for 26 years, with an office 
in downtown Washington as well 
as in Greenbelt. (The new quar- 
ters contain a separate law of- 
fice for him.) He got into real 
estate by accident, but now finds 
that knowledge of real estate law 
and contract lawis soessential in 
providing complete service for 
his clients that he believes every 
real estate broker should have a 
legal background. 

Proof of the. success of his 
formula is that Greenbelt Realty 
with only a relatively few sales- 
men regularly appears high on the 
weekly list of sales published by 
the county real estate board. 
Some of Greenbelt Realty’s com- 
petitors have sales staffs num- 
bering between 50 and 200. 

Greenbelt Realty opened for 
business about six years ago when 
Abe found he had a real estate 
broker’s license on his hands, At 
that time he was the attorney for 
Greenbelt Veteran Housing Cor- 
poration (GVHC), now Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI). He advised 
GVHC that a_ broker’s license 
should be obtained if resales of 
members’ homes were to be 
handled legally. The board re- 
quested Abe to obtain one but he 
never made use of it. Ironically 
GHI is now Greenbelt Realty’s 
major competitor in the commun- 
ity. 


This was the period in Chas- 
anow’s life when he was one of 
the country’s most famous secur- 
ity cases (later dramatized in a 
movie entitled ‘‘Three Brave 
Men,’ with Ernest Borgnine 
playing Chasanow). Suspended 
from his government job on 
charges that were later admitted 
by the government to be com- 
pletely without foundation, Chas- 
anow decided to go into business 
for himself. When he’ was clear- 
ed and returned to work, Mrs. 


Chasanow came into the office: 


to help run things. She enjoyed 
the work so’ much that she set- 
tled down permanently, although 


Abe retired from government 
service a year later. 

Last year Helen served as 
chairman of the Women’s Coun- 
cil of the Prince Georges County 
Real Estate Board. Only a few 
weeks ago she was elected to 
the board of governors of the 
Women’s Council of the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate 
Boards, with headquarters in 
Chicago. She is serving a two- 
year term as area governor, in- 
cluding the entire state of Mary- 
land, working to improve and 
maintain high standards for wom- 
en in real estate. 

Abe himself is a director of 
the county real estate board, 
has served as co-chairman of 
the board’s education committee, 
is now chairman of the board’s 
legislative committee, and also 
serves on the ethics and griev- 
ance. committee. Both Chasa-. 
nows. are concerned with promot- 
ing a high level of ethics in the 
real estate business. In fact,the 
national association is in the 
midst of a campaign to set up 
and maintain high professional 
standards for all realtors, and 
the Chasanows are taking an ac- 
tive part in this drive. 

‘‘A realtor is not just any 
real estate broker who has a li- 
cense to sell homes,’’ Helen 
Chasanow pointed out. ‘He must 
be accepted by the local real es- 
tate board to have that title, and 
acceptance is based on a search- 
ing analysis of the broker's train- 
ing, knowledge of his field, and 
his adherence to a comprehen- 
sive code of ethics.”’ 

(Sample article of code: ‘The 
Realtor should never publicly 
criticize.a competitor, nor vol- 
unteer an opinion of a competi- 
tor’s transaction. If his opinionis 
sought, it should be rendered with 
strict professional integrity and 
courtesy.’’) 

The Chasanow’s devotiontothe , 
real estate profession, however, 
is surpassed by their intense 
love for Greenbelt. Throughout 
the security ordeal and even after 
it, the Chasanows never thought 
of leaving the community. They 
now reside in an attractive home 
on Lakeside. They are always 
disappointed when they cannot 
find a suitable home in Green- 
belt for a client, even though 
in many cases they end up selling 
a house outside the city.

Credit Union Meets, 
Votes 5% Dividend 


e annua members nip meet— 
ing of the Greenbelt Federal 
Credit Union was held in the Co- 
op Hospitality Room on Janu- 
ary 31,1961. President Benjamin 
Rosenzweig announced that the 
Board of Directors had voted a 
2-1/2% dividend for the half- 
year July 1 through December 31, 
1960, bringing dividends for the 
year to 5%. Commenting upon 
the growth of the Credit Union, 
Rosenzweig reported that the 
Credit Union, Rosenzweig re- 
ported that the Credit Union 
planned to move to its new of- 
fices at 153 Centerway in order 
to better serve the membership. 

Treasurer Joseph D. Com- 
proni’s financial report showed 
a $46,000.00 (33%) increase in 
savings of members, bringing 
the total to $185,900.00; a 
$77,000.00 (51%) increase in loans 
brought total _ loans _ to 
$230,700.00. Comproni reported 
that income amounted to 
$21,477.00 and consisted almost 
exclusively of interest which had 
been earned and received during 
the year. Expenses amounted to 
$11,709.00, leaving a net gain of 
$9,688.00. The report showed a 
consistent growth pattern over 
the past five years, with an in- 
crease in members’ savings from 
$67,800.00 in 1956 to $185,900.00 
in 1960; loans increased during 
the period from $94,000.00 to 
$23,000.00. 

Reelected to the Board of Di- 
rectors for 2-year terms were 
James S. Beck and Joseph D. 
Comproni. James F. Duffy was 
elected to a Il-year term, 
completing the term vacated by 
former Board member Murray 
Ryss, and David Morrison, son 
of Allen D. Morrison was elected 
to a 2-year term. Heinz Leibe, 
James F. Duffy, and Joseph D. 
Comproni were nominated to fill 
the three Credit Committee va- 
cancies.

the board no assurance of con 
tinuity, but mayor pro-tem Tom 
Canning assured him that their 
fine work in the past qualified 
them for future responsibility in 
that capacity. Janét Parker, 
Youth Center advisory board 
member, asserted that the re= 
solution left the board with no 
authority, and no funds with which 
to operate, 

An attempt to discuss a letter 
from Janet Parker to members 
of the council regarding the quale 
ification of Joe O'Loughlin as 
Teen Club Director was stymied 
by Canning, who declared that 
the council is forbidden by the 
charter to inquire into the ad- 
ministrative duties of hiring and 
firing. Councilman Bruce Bow- 
man and Edgar Smith asserted 
that their decision on the re- 
solution depended on information 
regarding personnel, and both felt 
this inquiry was within their 
rights, However, Canning forbid 
any discussion of the matter. 
Smith complained that he had 
asked to see the applications 
for the job, and was not given 
that opportunity. Only Smith 
voted against passage of the re- 
solution, 

In a later colloquy between the 
advisory board members, dis- 
cussion was cut off.after Canning 
moved the previous question, The 
even was defeated by Mayor 


2S Y vote, 


but he deter that only council 
members could continue consi- 
deration of the resolution. 

In earlier business, an ordi- 
nance was passed which pro= 
hibited the parking of boats, trail- 
ers and vendors trucks on public 
Streets, courts, driveways or 
within the building restriction 
line in front of the house, over= 
night. Councilman Smith pro- 
tested that it would work a hard- 
ship on citizens parking trucks 
near their homes that they use 
in the pursuit of employment, 
and held that the legality of 
such a measure is_ in doubt. 
Boats and other vehicles cited 
by the ordinance are permitted 
in back of the house, or if en- 
closed in front of the house, 

Emergency authority of post 
parking restrictions on Green- 
belt highways was given by city 
manager Charles McDonald. The 
measure was inspired by the 
city’s inability to clear the shoul- 
ders of the roads of snow which 
resulted in near one-way traffic 
on some streets, The city will 
post one side of the street on 
alternate days, and will tow away 
cars in violation of the ordi- 
nance, it was decided, 

Another ordinance to impose a 
special assessment on owners of 
center business district property 
for cleaning purposes was ap-=- 
proved by the council, A public 
hearing on the measure will take 
place after the owners are offi- 
cially notified of the city’s ac- 
tion, 

In other actions, the city man- 
ager was given a part-time sec- 
retary; the personnel classifica- 
tion section of the recreation de- 
partment was revised to permit 
part-time employées; the mane 
ager was authorized to permit 
the Maryland Municipal League 
technical staff to codify the city 
ordinances which will be publish- 
ed by the city at a later date;. 
and the city will be host to the 
Prince Georges chapter of the 
Maryland Municipal league meet- 
ing of February 16 in the all- 
purpose room of the new Youth 
Center building.
